term of Mayor Ashbridge, and four 
others, charging them with conspira­ 
cy to cheat and defraud the city in 
connection 
with 
the execution 
and 
carrying out of a contract for the 
erection of a smallpox hospital which 
is one of a group of buildings forming 
the 
new 
municipal 
hospital. 
The 
other accused men are John W. H en­ 
derson and H enry E. Baton of the 
corftraeting firm of Henderson A Co.; 
Philip Johnson, a former city archi­ 
tect, and brother-in-law of Israel W. 
Durham, leader of the local Republi­ 
can organization, and Jam es D. F in­ 
ley, a cousin of D urham ’s and a for­ 
mer inspector at the new municipal 
hospital. 
H enderson, Baton and Fin­ 
ley entered bail in $5,000 for a h ear­ 
ing this afternoon. 
Form er Director 
English and Architect Johnson were 
out of the city, but friends of the la t­ 
ter entered bail for their appearance. 
Close friends of English said he will 
also appear at th e hearing. 
The w ar­ 
rants were sworn out at the instance 
of Mayor W eaver and are based on 
the results of an investigation cov­ 
ering a period of several weeks. 
The 
Investigation was made by W. Bled- 
dyin Powell, city architect, assisted 
by several o th e r experts. 
No one 
identified 
with the prosecution will 
m ake a statem ent relative to the m an­ 
ner in which the city is alleged to 
have been defrauded. 
The w arrants 
implicate "others to* the deponent un­ 
known,” and ther*- is much specula­ 
tion as to tlio identity of the unknown 
men. 
Tho contract for the smallpox 
hospital was awarded to the H ender­ 
son firm by Director English in 1903, 
the firm’s bid tieing $143,700. 
The 
building wa# completed a year ago. 
Architect Johnson Lad a corban t with 
the city and received a com mission or 
5 per cent on the cost of the hospital
